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MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT : Conversation with DDCI 21 July Regarding Rerun of Operation 
GREEN EYE'S 25 July 


1. On the afternoon of 21 July General Cabell called me to state 
that he had talked vlth Jim Reber regarding the CONOR recommendation that 
another edition of GREEN EYES be run over Cuba on 25 or 26 July, and that 
in view of the sensitivity connected with this type of an operation on this 
particular occasion, he felt It was necessary to seek policy guidance before 
the operation was actually begun. 
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2. General Cabell then said that he vented it clearly understood that 
we were not to execute this mission until either he or the Director gave 
clearance for it. Apparently General Cabell had talked to the Director, who 
suggested that the former solicit the required guidance from General Taylor 
and, through Roger Hilsman, the views of the Secretary of State. General 
Cabell said that he had already raised the matter with "Wax T." and felt 
that we were clear in that area, but that no word had been received from 
Hilsman about the views of the Secretary. 


3. I comnunicated the sense of the above to and dis- 

cussed it on the telephone with Jim Reber to make sure that he was aware of 
the course we were following. At approximately 10 p.m. 21 July General 
Cabell called me at home to say that he had just heard from Hi 1 moan and that 
the latter had indicated the Secretary's concurre nce in conductin g the mis- 


sion on the date planned. Accordingly, I advised f 
and I -told him t hat things were in readiness and that no further 
be dispatched to[ | since the latter was unaware of any policy 

approval holdup. The first look at the weather for this mission will there- 
fore go ahead at 1600 hours 23 July.
